REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
was Doherty et al. (US 2004/0058894 already of record in the rejection dated March 10, 2010) 
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which taught using the same compound applicant is claiming, FTY720, for treatment of 
atherosclerosis but they do not teach acute respiratory distress syndrome or any of the claimed 
disorders of claim 1 . The compound is known as an immunosuppressant and it would not have 
been obvious to use FTY720 for the claimed disorders of which there is no link to treatment with 
immunosuppressants . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
